Gov John J. McKeithen has warned he will put GggiQp 
Noveli:i prison if the fugitive witness returns to Louisiana 
a®r5peats under oath that he was a confidant of the gov- 
ernor. 


McKeithen delivered the 
members of the Louisiana 
Press Association in an 85- 
minute news conference here. 

He Sc id he is personally 
eager to extradite the 29-year- 
old Novel, who is wanted for 
question ng in Dist. Atty. Jim 
Garrisor ’s Kennedy death plot 
investigation. 

NOVEL, FREE on $10,000 
bond at Columbus, Ohio, 
where lie was arrested for 
conspiracy to burglarize a 
Houma munitions dump in 
1961, has irritated the Lou- 
isiana chief executive with a 
series of public statements. 

The oietime New Orleans 
bar owner, whom Garrison 
says is a “very important 
witness” in the Kennedy in- 
quiry, displayed a Louisiana 
brigadier general’s commis- 
sion to reporters at Columbus 
and saici it came from Mc- 
Keithen. 

“He’s not going to come 


warning last night as he faced 


back here and swear he was 
a confidant of mine or that he 
helped in my campaign,” Mc- 
Keithen told LPA executives. 

“IF HE DOES,” the gov- 
ernor asserted, “he’s going to 
wind up in Angola state prison 
because I’m going to swear he 
wasn’t.” 

McKeithen said he would 
like to hear Novel explain un- 
der oath how he came by the 
honorary commission as a 
brigadier general, an honor 
usually reserved for high-rank- 
ing visitors to the state. 

“I know he didn’t get it 
from me,” he declared. 

AT BATON ROUGE, a 
spokesman for the governor 
said extradition papers for 
Novel have been received 
there and will be dispatched 
to Ohio Monday. McKeithen 
telephoned Ohio Gov.
